A Rail Rond to conneet Lancaster with
some other point, is a projeet to which the
attention of the citizens of Lancaster is di-
rected.

Lancaster Rail Road. _

A respectable and influortial portion of
the citizens of Lancaster District in publie
meeting, assembled at the Conrt House on
the first Monday in July, the 7th instanmt,
amongst other things, adopted a report and
resolutions to this effect, “That the construc.
tion of a Railroad from Laneaster Court
House to some point, connecting us in the
scheme of Roads in this State, is a work, lo
the accomplishment of which, we are invited
by every motive of self interest, and’ every
sentiment of patriotism,”
It will be observed that no point has been
designated, nor uny particular route selected
whenee the proposed Road shall run. Three
points are however, contemplated, Camden,
Chesterville and Ridgeway, on the Charlott
Road, between Winnsboro' and Columbia.
The different routes, from La C. H.,
to each, of the points named are believed to
be entirely practicable, and a Road could be
built on either route, at, or for neat about
the same cost. ‘I'he route to be selected
should be hereafter determined, after a ehar,
ter has boen obtained from the Legislature,
for the Road, by instrumental surveys, esti-
mated cost and amount of stock subseribied
for the different routes and whichever sub-
scribes most to the success of the enterprize
or whichever one it will be most to our in-
terest to select, thercby reducing it to a cer-
tainty that the Road will be bnuilt, " that
route should be preferred, and adopted, and
we should all heartily unite in support of it.
It is believed upon a rough estimate; that
the propused Road ean be graded npon eith-
er route,on an avernge for §700 or $800
per mile, and will not at any rate exceed
81000 per mile; and it can be constrocted
ata cost of 7000 or not exceeding $§8,000
per mile.  The distance to Camden 38 miles,
at 7,000 per mile would cost $286,000, at
$8000, £304,000.  The distance to Ridge-
way, 33 miles, at 87,000 per mile, $231,000,

To Chesterville, 28 miles, at $7,000, %196,

It issurrounded by large and
extremely fertile hammocks, and since'l
left it I have learned that it is thh -most
central place in Floridagand probably
will become the seat of Government; it
will certainly be ‘rémoved from-Tallahas-
see before very long, as it is on one side
ofthe Btate.
